Water  Supply. 


There  are  two  sources  of  supply, namely, Rhode  Barton  and  Pinhay, 

The  former,  owned  by  the  Council,  is  a  shallow  source  and  gives  an 
average  daily  yield  of  48,000  gallons.  The  latter, owned  by  the  Lyme 
Regis  Water  Works  Company,  is  from  deep  springs  with  an  average  daily 
yield  of  75°>000  gallons,  A  minimum  of  50,000  gallons  per  aay  is  xaken_ 
by  the  Council  from  the  Pinhay  source  with  an  arrangement  to  increase 
this  up  to  150,000  gallons.  Both  supplies  are  continuously  chlorinated. 
The  highest  daily  consumption  was  165,000  gallons  on  29th  August,  Over 
90 t  of  the  houses  have  water  laid  on  and  the  rest  have  taps  outside. 

To  meet  the  increased  housing  programme,  further  extensions  of  3"  wains 
have  been  carried  out  in  Kings  Way.  10  samoles  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analyses  and  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory,.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE, 

The  whole  town  is  on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  for  a 
few  huts  on  the  Monmouth  Beach  from  which  the  Council  collect  and 
dispose  of  the  Elsan  pail  contents  twice  weekly. 

The  Western  part  of  the  town  is  drained  by  a  9"  sewer  to  a  12"  iron 
outfall  at  the  Cobb,  The  centre  of  the  town  is  drained  by  9>  12", _ and 
15"  sewers,  and  the  valley  by  a  9"  sewer  in  the  river  bed.  These  join 
at  the  river  mouth  and  discharge  to  the  sea  by  an  18"  iron  outfall. 

Both  outfalls  discharge  slightly  beyond  low  water  mark.  No  intermediate 
retaining  tanks  are  installed.  With  the  increase  of  the  Housing  Scheme, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  rigidly  separate  the  soil  and  surface  drainage, 

PUBLIC  CLEANS INC, 

Over  1,131  bins  are  collected  once  wedkly  of  household  and  trade 
refuse.  The  refuse  is  conveyed  to  a  tip  on  the  cliffs  east  or  che  town. 
All  main  streets  are  swept  daily  and  gulloys  cleared  weekly.  Litter 
baskets  are  provided  in  the  main  streets  and  are  emptied  daily.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.' 

Towards  the  end  of  October,  cases  of  Jaundice  began  to  be  reported 
from  the  Church  Schools,  With  the  help  of  the  County  Medical  Department, 
investigations,  which  necessitated  taking  samples  of  milk  supplied  to 
the  town  and  specimens  of  blood#  from  various  individuals,  visiting 
numerous  households  and  taking  case  histories,  proved  that  the  disease 
was  Epidemic  Catarrhal  Jaundice,  Twenty  cases  were  reported  or 
discovered  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  after  which  time  the  disease  had 
practically  disappeared.
